Paris, Feb. 18.—Paul Deschanel to-day became tenth President 
of the French Republic, succeeding Raymond Poincare, who laid 
aside the robes of office after one of the most critical periods In 
the history of the country. The formal transfer from the old to 
the new regime occurred at‘the Palace of the Ilyaee this afternoon. 

The inauguration of the French President is a formal ceremony 
and the number permitted to witness the transfer of authority is 
limited to the Presidents of the Senate and the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties, committees from each house and members of the Cabinet.

Sugar In small 
quantities is available In some of the 
small centres, but most of the dis¬ 
tricts in Southern Alberta are with¬ 
out it. 

Calgary is almost sugarlees. Dis¬ 
tributors are entirely out of white 
sugar. The supply of brown sugar is 
also at the vanishing point, and com 
syrup, which not any too popular for 
sweetening, is the only substitute in 
quantity.

NATIONAL RAILWAYS 
TO BE IMPROVED 

Increased Efficiency and Bet¬ 
terment of Equipment Fore¬ 
cast by Hanna 


Toronto Feb. 18.—Increased effic¬ 
iency and betterment of equipment 
on the existing lines are planned In 
an extensive Spring programme be¬ 
ing prepared for tho Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways, according to Presi¬ 
dent D. B. Hanna. Complete details 
may not be made public until they 
are laid before Parliament at tho 
coming session, he Intimated. Beyond 
stating that there would certainly 
be no curtailment of last year’s ap¬ 
propriations, Mr. Hanna refused to 
make any other than a general state¬ 
ment In connection with the future 
plans of the system. 

According to Mr. Hanna, Judicious 
cuts in the American purchases had 
left the Canadian National Railways 
in a position where they were little 
affected by the adverse rate of ex¬ 
change.

Administrator of the Acte In 1918 
there were $57 convictions. The fines

For two years he sur¬ 
veyed explored and prospected In the 
MncDonneil Ranges, Central Aus- j 
tralla. He was the leader of the 
Elder Scientific Exploring Expedition ! 
an(F he crossed the great Victoria 
Dlalrlct, 650 miles in thirty-five 
days. 

It was on the latter trip, which was 
accomplished with the utmost hard¬ 
ship in 1890, that he discovered and 
reported the existence of a great 
auriferous area In Western Australia 
which, when prospected more thor¬ 
oughly, turned out to be a great gold¬ 
field.

Continuing the debate on the Haw- ( 
thomwalte resolution this afternoon, 
Dr. J. W. McIntosh, Leader of the 
Soldier Party, stated that Premier 
Oliver was unjustly robbing the re¬ 
turned men of the credit due them 
In initiating community settlement 
projects in this Province, and also 
the undertaking of industrial enter¬ 
prises. He referred to the report of 
the select standing committee of last 
year on soldier rehabilitation mat¬ 
ters, and said apparently the Premier 
had forgotten ail about this report 
It had been allowed to stand for a 
year with nothing done, and now the 
matter was again being shelved. 

He characterized the Premier’s ad- 1 
dress on the resolution as an “able 
brief," but said ft was Inadequate. 
The doctor was of the opinion that 
the people of British Columbia were 
anxious to pay their debt to the sol¬ 
diers and the soldiers’ dependents, 
and that it was a privilege and not 
a duty to step In and relieve them 
of this burden of taxation. He main¬ 
tained the Premier’s statement with 
regard to their being inequities in 
the proposed arangement was all 
wrong, referring to the fact that the 
Government was granting a rebate 
of $600 to men taking up land, when 
as a matter of fact many of these 
men were not at all needy. There 
was inequality, he averred. 

“These taxes plied up while the 
men were fighting the country’s bat¬ 
tles in Flanders,” said the colonel, 
“and the least you can do Is to wipe ' 
them off.” 

The Premier had suggested the 
withdrawal of the resolution, stating 
that some arrangement might be 
made with the 8oidlers' Aid Commis¬ 
sion. The doctor thought this only 
a promise, which might not be worth 
much to the returned men. Further, 
he said, the Government secured con¬ 
siderable prestige after passing the 
report of the select* committee of last 
year, but this prestige had not been 
earned, since nothing had been done, 
he said. 

“Here is one more chance for the 
Government to make good,” he con¬ 
cluded, “not from duty but as a priv¬ 
ilege." 


The adjourned monthly meeting of 
the Victoria Board of Trade is called 
for Friday next at three o’clock. Two 
questions of considerable importance 
are on the agenda paper. The first 
is in connection with the Business 
Profits War Tax Act, which expired 
on the last day of the old year. A 
resolution asking for the re-enact¬ 
ment of the measure will be con¬ 
sidered along with an amendment to 
a contrary effect. The amendment 
cites reasons why the Act should not 
be revived. , _ _ .

The second chapter deals fully with 
the sources of the supply within the 
Empire, and the third describes 
shortly the deposits in foreign coun¬ 
tries. Tin* Monographs conclude 
with a blbligoraphy of the principal 
publications of the subjects dealt 
with. The Monographs are published 
at 3s. 6d. net. Owing to its extensive 
employment* in the manufacture of 
Iron- and steel, manganese was in 
great demand during the war.

After thirteen years of faifekful and 
successful work aS head of the Dom¬ 
inion Hydrographic Survey in British 
Columbia. Ueut.-Commander Philip 
C. Musgrave died suddenly yesterday 
at his residence, 634 Admiral's road. 
Esquimau. The deceased was a vic¬ 
tim of heart failure. His death came 
as a sudden shock to his numerous 
friends, who believed the commander 
to be in good health. 

Commander Musgrave has per¬ 
formed a splendid service to British 
Columbia, bringing the once treach¬ 
erous waterways to a position where 
they can be navigated with a great 
degree of safety. While on his an¬ 
nual cruises the late officer charted 
numerous waters and located hun¬ 
dreds of submerged pinnacles of 
rocks, which have been marked by 
aids to navigation, and no doubt have 
saved some ships from disaster. 

Joined th* Navy. 

Commander Musgrave decided to 
follow the sea. and Joined the Royal 
Navy as a cadet. He spent ten yesiga 
| in the service, and on resigning hlsr 
commission of lieutenant came to 
Canada. For some time he was em¬ 
ployed under CapL Tooker, now a re¬ 
sident of this city, in charting the 
waters off Newfoundland. In 1107 
the late seaman was Bent to thkrlfqast 
by the Ottawa Government to take 
charge of the local hydrographic 
branch. For a short time he carried 
on his work with small craft, bdt in 
1908 received the fine steamer XJl- 
looet, fresh from the B. C. Marine 
yards, for his big task. 

Immediately Commander Musgrave 
started to survey the approaches to 
Prince Rupert Harbor and Dixon’s 
Entrance, owing to the fact that at 
that tie the northern port was ex¬ 
pected to develop into a great ter¬ 
minal. Commuftider Musgrave also 
turveyed Granby Ray and Alice Arm 
and the Victoria and Esquimau liar- 1 
burs. He usually spent about eight J 
months away from port in the Lil- 
looet. 

After the outbreak of the late war 
Commander Musgrave was placed on 
the emergency list of navul officers 
with the rank of Lieut.-Commander. | 

Commander Musgrave. who was 
fifty-four years of age. is survived 
by one son, Sub-Lieut. A. Musgrave. 
who is serving with the Royal Navy. 
Mrs. Musgrave pre-deceased her hus¬ 
band several years ago. 

Naval Funeral. 

Arrangements have been made to 
hold a naval funeral. It will take 
place on Friday afternoon at 2.30 
o’clock from the B. C. Funeral Par¬ 
lors, and at 3 o’clock from the Naval 
Hospital at Esquimau. The remains 
will be interred In the naval cemetery 
at Esquimau. Rev. W. Baugh Allen 
will officiate. 


Victoria shipyards failed to land 
the contract for repairing the dredge 
Ajax, which the Public Works De¬ 
partment has decided to put into 
commission.

In Canada and In other countries, 
and to undertake such technical re¬ 
search as may be requisite for the 
development of aeronautics, and to 
co-operate with other institutions in 
carrying out such research; (c) to 
construct and maintain all govern¬ 
ment air stations, aerodromes, in¬ 
cluding all plant machinery and 
building necessary for the upkeep." 
The eleven other clauses are relative 
to incidentals, and provide for con¬ 
ditions that may arise later. 

Clause (b) in the above would; 
presuppose the institution of a gov¬ 
ernment branch of experimental 
aerial research work. Such a branch 
would normally follow the advance¬ 
ment made by other countries In 
types and speeds of aircraft and at' 
all be times be of the utmost value 
from a stragetical view-point. The 
latter clause (c) gives promise of 
government aerodromes and works 
throughout the Dominion, which 
points to the fact that the Air Board 
will institute a department of flying 
operations for the various depart¬ 
mental flying to be performed. 

Follows Marins Lead. 

By these regulations adequate pro¬ 
vision Is made for the licensing of 
aircraft operators, registration of 


machines, establishment of alrhar- the local constable, and 
bors, inspection of aircraft, regula¬ 
tion of all filing operations, the con¬ 
ditions under which mail, passengers 
and freight may be carried by air, 
aerial routes—their use and control, 
and customs regulations. 

In general the Air board takes to 
itself the right to control absolutely, 
all aeronautical matters in Canada 
and exercise a strict supervision on 
all private or commercial aviation. 

Aircraft are to carry registration; 
marks indicating nationality and or-1 
igin, just as vessels, will also carry j 
log books showing data on all facts 
required by the Air Board, including 
number of engine, maker, operator, 
license number, registered carrying 
capaoity and performance. Aircraft 
found carrying over the load at 
which they are registered will suffer, 
similarly to vessels overloading past 
the Plimsott mark. 

Indeed the whole situation as ap¬ 
plied to aeronautical development 
and aerial traffic is on all fours with 
marine navigation. 

A large section of the regulations 
deal with the rules of aerial traffic, 
riding tights and signals by day and 
night; proceedure In meeting oppos¬ 
ing aircraft, and how to pass air¬ 
craft. Flying over prohibited areas 
is of course forbidden, and the means 
i»f notifying the offending machine’s 
very Ingenious—smoke "shells" are 
discharged into the air alongside the 
machine—similar to the old-time 
"Archie" in the war days- and if the 
pilot refuses to land he will be fired 
upon. 

Points of Landing. 

The regulations affecting "Air- 
Harbors” and the control of customs 
stations and the like are' very com¬ 
plete, and adequute provision has 
been made to take care of any inter¬ 
national flying that Canada, is likely 
to see for the next few decades. The 
customs regulations are strict of 
course, and not dissimilar to the 
rules affecting automobiles in cros¬ 
sing the border. 

The provision and marking of 
public air-harbors is also well cov¬ 
ered and it is evidently expected that 
the various municipalities will con¬ 
struct their own. but they are ad¬ 
vised to leave the operation and con¬ 
trol of them In commercial hands. 

The user of a modem air harbor will 
pay dues and storage much as at a 
garage to-day. 

Certificates of competency,, alr- 
worthyness and all kindered matters 
are treated in detail, and the flying 
that is done in Canada in the next 
decade or so will be thoroughly safe 
to the "Man-in-the-Street” as well as 
to the flying men themselves. One 
provision, very neeessary in effect 
hut comical to speculate upon—Is 
that only fine sand and water will be 
dropped from aircraft while in flight. 

That is fine rand and water may be 
used on airships and balloons for 
ballast. 

Looking ahead a few years It Is 
not hard to imagine legal action aris¬ 
ing out of the fact that on such and 
such a flight airship NCBP4 did un- 
lawfully drop two cut glass tumblers 
and hard-covered books upon the 
lawn of Mr. So-and-so. Forced land¬ 
ing—that Is aircraft making land at 
other points than their destination or 
home aerodrome—have been care¬ 
fully provided for. and here again one 
turns to ths local policeman. The 
pilot of 1920 who has engine trouble 
and lands across the border can make 
things alright by getting the ear of

unrestricted. British Columbia haa a i 
great advantage over her American 
competitors in the production of this 
popular English variety, as It is 
scarcely shipped at all from Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon. 

“The fact that it has been planted 
in fair quantities In British Columbia 
is probably due to the fact that our 
English settlers have carried across 
with them their preference for a 
variety that stands first among.the 
products of English orchards, in the 
estimation of the oonsumer. as it is 
not especially appreciated on the 
American and Canadian markets. 

"The Jonathan, which is the var¬ 
iety most largely grown In British 
Columbia, is very highly thought of, 
on account of its attractive red color, 
and apart from the Cox, which is 
only received in limited quantities, 
has attracted most attention.among 
apple buyers. The McIntosh Red. 
ranked higher than the Jonathan on 
the home market, is not yet fully 
appreciated in the United Kingdom, 
as this is the first year in which con¬ 
siderable quantities have been re¬ 
ceived in the box pack (Washington 
und Oregon not producing this var¬ 
iety) and the barrel pack usuully falls 
to arrive in satisfactory condition. 8o 
far it haa generally failed to secure 
the values brought hy the Jonathan, 
but I am confident that Its outstand¬ 
ing quality will eventually secure due 
recognition for It. The Delicious, re¬ 
garded in British Columbia as one of 
the beat varieties produced, has only 
reached this market in small quan¬ 
tities. and It will surprise our ship¬ 
pers that it has so far fetched Is to 
2s below the Jonathans? thoug'h com¬ 
parative values on the home market 
may be illustrated by the fact that 
when Jonathans No. 1 are sold at 
$1.26 f.o.b., a corresponding value for 
the Delicious is $2 to $2.25. 

“It may be of interest to state that 
this year, representations made to 
British importers ai to the rapid de¬ 
velopment of the British Columbia 
Industry were instrumental in induc¬ 
ing a considerable nqmber of them 
to visit that Province for the first 
time, where they have Ween success¬ 
ful in forming promising connec¬ 
tions."

Another very I 
satisfying provision to all wartime 
aviators is that no type of explosive 
may be carried by air and certain 
commercial articles and liquids are 
also banned. 

The provisions in relation to inter¬ 
national flying between Canada und 
the United 8tates are very complete, 
and the customs supervision will In 
all cases approximate that system 
now In vogue -with shipping. Clear¬ 
ances will have to be obtained at 
customs air-harbors before departure 
and after arrival, and forced landings 
in a country outside that of the re¬ 
gistered country of the aircraft, is to 
be reported immediately to the cus¬ 
toms officers and should take place 
if at all possible at a customs air 
harbor. 

Accurate logs of the types of ma¬ 
chines flying time, routes followed 
and meteorological data will have to 
be kept by all operators of aircraft, 
and these logs are open to Inspection 
at all times. The various ramiflca-

British Columbia apples are be¬ 
coming better known and are In 
greater demand in England than 
formerly because higher grade stock 
is being imported. Indeed, if British 
Columbiu shippers continue to send 
their best apples to the Old Country 
markets it will not be long before the 
product of this ITovince will be 
among the most popular in the 
United Kingdom. 

Information to this effect has been 
conveyed to this city by letter from 
Thomas W|)ker, who is acting as 
secretary to Agent-General F. C. 
Wade. K. C. Mr. Walker quotes 
from u letter from J. Forsyth Smith. 
Canadian Government Fruit Trade 
Commissioner, Liverpool, as follows: 

A Nsw Departure. 

"This year, however, has been an 
entirely new departure. Very greatly 
increased quantities, with some of 
the best pack and quality, have come 
forward, and have marked the.first 
step towards British Columbia as¬ 
suming that important place in the 
apple market which the superior 
quality of her apples eutltles her to 
occupy. 

"Unfortunately, from some stand¬ 
points, a considerable proportion of 
these have been No. 2’s, as the maxi¬ 
mum control price of 20s lOd per 
box has been so low that Wry little 
inducement of their kind, and the No. 
l’s generally have left nothing to be 
desired. 

"Including, besides actual arrivals, 
some lots that are definitely expect¬ 
ed, the total shipments this season 
are 196,171 boxes, or over 300 stand¬ 
ard cars, an Immense stride in ad¬ 
vance aa compared with twenty-five 
to eighty-five cars in previous years’. 
It is quite likely there may be some 
increase in this before the season is, 
over. 

"Already the effects of the season’s 
shipments are seen in the greatly en¬ 
hanced reputation of the British Co¬ 
lumbia product, and. If our Province 
continues and develops her present 
policy of shipping large quantities of 
her best packs regularly to the four 
principal apple markets in this coun¬ 
try. Liverpool, Manchester. Glasgow 
and London, no long period will 
elapse before British Columbia apples 
are generally recognixed.as they are 
already In many quarters, as among 
the best received in the United King¬ 
dom. 

Varieties Favored. 

“With regard to varieties, T may 
say that Yellow Newtons ar^ especi¬ 
ally appreciated, and that Cox’s 
Orange, little appreciated on the 
home market, are prime favorites 
over here, bringing .the very highest 
values when of good color and med¬

He next commented upon the Chrls- 
tlen Ranch settlement, and computed 
the cost of bringing the Christian 
property under cultivation as $96,000.

No Continuity of Effort. 

He went on to say that there ap¬ 
peared to be a free fight on In the 
Land Settlement Board, and that 
there was no continuity of effort, and 
no peace among the directors. He 
then read from a report submitted to, 
the Vancouver G. W. V. A. and ac¬ 
cepted by them from their special 
committee. This contained a state¬ 
ment that the Land Settlement Board 
had had sufficient Information on 
band to enable them to proceed with 
the work of settling returned soldiers, 
but llils work had not been accom¬ 
plished. 

Mr. Bowser then read a resolution 
from the Creston Q. W. V. A., in which | 
he sakl the members criticized very 
severely the administration of the 
Lister settlement. 

He next read a letter said to have 
been written by Colonel Davies, a di¬ 
rector of the Land Settlement Board, 
to the soldier settlers at Merville. 
This letter, said the speaker, waa of 
an Intimidating nature, and told the! 
men that if they tried to take ad¬ 
vantage of public opinion to get cer¬ 
tain things for themselves they would 
be promptly dealt with. 

"This colonel thinks he is still In 
France,’ said Mr. Bowser. "And an 
autocratic statement of this kind 
seems to have been upheld by this 
Government."

The speaker then touched upon the 
Sumas project, claiming that Insuffi¬ 
cient information had been secured, 
and that the Government sftould go 
further into the matter before the 
contract waa let.

It in not likely that Victoria will! 
be put under an Influenza ban until 
Friday, at the earliest, if Indeed a 
ban la put on at kll. 

Acting on instructions from the 
City Council, Dr. Price, city health 
officer, has applied to the Pt*ovlncial 
Government for permission We close 
theatres and schools in the city and 
to prohibit danceer— It was not ex¬ 
pected that this application would 
be dealt with until a late hour this 
, afternoon or to-morrow. When pow¬ 
er to put on the ban has been se¬ 
cured it will be for the City Coun¬ 
cil to decide whether it will exer¬ 
cise this power. It Is Improbable that 
the Council will be able to consider 
the matter before to-morrow night, 
so that if a ban is established it will 
not come into effect until Friday. 

The whole matter rests with the 
City Council, the members of which 
are divided on the question. While 
most of the aldermen are in favor of 
•following out Dr. Price’s recommen¬ 
dations in all other respects, a ma¬ 
jority probably would be acalnst clos¬ 
ing the schools. 6'ome e>f*the alder¬ 
men, too, feel that some of the best 
ventilated theatres in the city should 
be allowed to remain open. Mayor 
Porter Is doubtful whether a ban 
would be effective and states that 
the medical men of the city are di¬ 
vided on the question. It is thought 
that the proposal to quarantine all 
homes affected with influenza would 
meet with considerable support. 

More Nurses Needed 

"We have simply asked for the 
power to put on a ban,” Dr. Price 
stated to-day. "Whether we use 
that power or not will depend upon 
the Council. It may not be necessary 
to put tho ban on at all if people 
will only avoid crowds and carry out 
the instructions which have been pub¬ 
lished so often. W« are in desperate 
need of nurses at present," Dr. Price 
stated. “1 simply cannot get enough 
nurses to take care of the pressing 
need. We must have more volun¬ 
teers quickly." 

Dr. J. P. Vye, Saanich Health Of - • 
fleer, states that if the people of the 
municipality do not refrain from un- j 
necessary crowding and do not keep 1 
away from social gatherings he may 
find it necessary to adopt more 
stringent measures. The influenza

England, according to Mr. Thom¬ 
son, Is not being pinched severely 
through food shortage, except In the 
case of butter. 

"Butter in England la very scarce." 
says Mr. Thomson. "Just Imagine 
what it would be like to have to exist 
on onflT'ounce of butter a week, as 
much as you here in Victoria use at 
each meal, 'that Is the quantity the 
people in England have to get along 
on now. Canada was looked to for 
butter, but this country Is not pro¬ 
ducing enough to meet her own 
wants.” 

Conditions Improving. 

Mr. Thomson explains that the 
meat supply is not worrying Eng¬ 
land much as she has on hand enough 
to last her for seven months. 

"The drop In sterling exchange Is 
also not worrfylng the English people 
much." he said. “Conditions ore 
growing continually brighter. The 
adverse exchange rate with each suc¬ 
cessive drop Is reducing the Importa¬ 
tions into England from the United 
States and increasing the exports. 

Restricting English Investments Here 

"The adverse exchange against 
England will limit emigration from 

England to this country and reduce| - — —.... 

English investments here, as investors Board branch of that department, 
will be willing to send their money 
to Canada when the pound sterling Is 
at so great a discount. 

"If Canada will only follow the 
lead of England and cut off non-es¬ 
sential trade with the Unied States 
this country will have little to worry
